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PREFACE. 


I mave pleasure in presenting this little book to students 
in the Science of Astrology, with the hope that they will 
find it useful, instructive, and simple. I must also offer 
apology for the delay in issuing it; many were the causes 
that delayed it, the principal being the state of my health, 
and great pressure of business, consequent on the reprint 
of my Ephemerises. 

It is not perfect, far from it; I, myself, am not perfect, 
but make as many, or perhaps more, mistakes than many 
people; but there it is, if you study it earefully, you will 
need no other book to instruct you in that branch ol 
Astrology, for I have tuken especial care that it should 
contain all the essential information necessary for the 
practice of Horary Astrology. Horary Astrology, unlike 
its sister Genethliacal, contains many stereotyped rules, 
to which there is but one interpretation ; rules which mean 
such a thing, and only that thing; the volume, there- 
fore, does not possess that originality which characterises 
tha “ Guides.” What I have aimed at principally is, to 
amend, correct, and simplify the rules as much as possible. 
Many of the writers on this subject are far too copious, 
they give so many different rules, positions, and cou- 
tingencies, that the young student is utterly bewildered. 
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I have tried to avoid this, but whether successfully or not, 
the student alone must judge, for rules which are clear to 
me, may be like Greek to kim. 

Now for a word of advice, Do not go into Part IL 
before you understend Part L; if you do, you will be 
baflled and confused at every step. The true Key to 
Horary Astrology is contained in chapters X., XL, and 
XIV. of Part I.; if you master these chapters properly, 
your course will be clear; if not, you will be unable to 
judge accurately anything. 

I have not given any examples of the mode of judg- 
ment, because I consider them worse than useless and 
misleading in this branch of the science. 

T cannot impress too muel upon the reader the necessity 
of avoiding setting figures for frivolons occasions. Horary 
Astrology is only reliable in cases of moment, and when 
the mind is perplexed and anxious, then a figuro set will 
be radical and clear; but to sot a figuro for any little 
trivial thing means disappointment, for you will find that 
it has neither head nor tail.

‘The first aspect (this, properly speaking, is a “ position")

‘The second aspect is the M (semisextile), or 1 sign, or 
20° distant. ‘Thus:—g in B 5°, and h in TI 5° will be 
Bo*, or 1 sign apart. 

The third aspect is the 4 (semisquare), or 45°, or 1} 
signs apart, Thus:—9 in i$, 16°, and )/ in am, 0°, will 
bo 45*, or 1j signs apart; for, from & 15" to the end of t 
will be 15*, and II contains 80°, then 15° + 80° = 45, as 
am 0" is at the end of II. Observe this example with all 
the other aspects. 

The fourth aspeot is the > (sextilo), or 2 signs, or 60* 
apart. Thus:—d in =, 4°; and V in f, 4*—will be 2 
signs or 60° apart. 

The fifth is the ('], or 8 signs, or 90° apart. 

‘The sixth is the A, or 4 sigus, or 120° apart, 

The seventh is the (Q, or 4} signs, or 135° apart, 

The eighth is the 2, or 6 signs, or 180" apart. 

The ninth is the P, or an equal distance in declination 
vither north or south from the equator. 

‘The planets cannot be more than 180" apart, aud they 
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are then in opposition, after which the distance vetween 
‘hem decreases. 


Nore.—The fiery signs aro in trine aspect to each other. 
‘Thus p is in A to Q and f, and 2 is in A to n and f, 
and f isin A to P and f|. The same is tho caso with 
the earthy, airy, and watery signs. The common, car- 
dinal, or moveable and fixed signs are in (J and § to 
each other, thus—¥ is in [] to ft, and in $ to TIL, and 
80 on with the others. 


THE ORBS OY THE PLANETS. 


‘These are the number of degrees in which ono planet 
operates with another. The orb of H is 8°; h, 8°; V, 10°; 
d,8' ©, 17; 9,8; 9,8; ) 19". They are generally 
determined thus: if two planets are approaching a d, or 
aspect, add the orbs of the two planets together, and 
divide by two; and when the planets get within that 
number of degrees, they begin to exert an influence 
jointly. For example, suppose the Sun is approaching 
the d of d, you add their two orbs together, which is 
25°, and ide by two, which is 124"; therefore, when 
the © gets within 125° of d, the effects of the © d d 
commence. It is the same with the other planeta. 


CHAPTER III. 


DESCRIPTIONS OF PERSONS PRODUCED BY THE PLANETS 
IN THE TWELVE SIONS.

H in Aries denotes a rather tall person, lean and well 
made, light brown hair, grey eyes, ruddy in completion, 
strong constitution, inquisitive, fond of science, inventive, 
and ambitious. 
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Hi in Taurus.—Rather short stature, dark hair and 
eyes, dull complexion, thick set, strong, conceited, boast- 
ing, secret, and a great eater. * 

H in Gemini—Tall, thin stature, light brown hair and 
grey eyes, quick step, very active, fond of science, good in 
disposition, and eccentric. 

H in Cancer.—A short, thick set person, stout, pale in 
complexion, dark brown hair, conceited, and very fond of 
drink and women. 

HI in Leo.—Large stature, broad, strong shoulders, 
light brown hair, sandy whiskers, firm walk, ambitious, 
generous, independent, and determined. 

MI in Virgo.—Rather short stature, dark hair and eyes, 
lean body, small limbs, very eccentric, independent, and 
ingenious; secret and close. 

H in Libra. —Well-made, strong body, round face, light 
hair, sanguine complexion ; one who delights in science, 
learning, and literature, quick in anger, and independent. 

HI in Scorpio—Short thick-set body, broad shoulders, 
ill-made hands, swarthy complexion, black hair and eyes; 
very malicious and deceitful, fond of drink, women, and 
pleasure. 

H m Sagittary.—Tall upright person, high forehead, 
light brown hair and eyes, good complexion; very fond 
of sports; generous and ambitious. 

M in Capricorn.—Middle stature, short neck, yet well 
made, high forehead, light brown hair, and small dark 
‘yes; proud, austere, and conceited, and not to be trusted. 

Min Aquariue.—Middle stature, brown hair and eyes, 
aandsome, round face; very ingenious, fond of novelties, 
and very independent and eccentric,

proportioned body, humane, and ingenious, but of a 
verse nature and dispositio; 

h in Cancer.—He signifies one of an indifferent stature, 
of a sickly constitution of body, thin face, and brownish 
hair; sometimes the person is crooked, ill-shaped, and 
ill-conditioned, inclined to malice and hatred; viciously 
inclined, and often a drunkard. 

h in Leo.—He represents one tall, big-boned, not very 
much inclined to fatness, the hair of a light brown; his 
tomper and disposition tolerably good, but somewhat 
passionate and malicious; he appears honest, but is not 
to be trusted. 

h in Virgo.—He signifies a tall, spare body, swarthy 
complexion, brown or black hair; a melancholy person, 
somewhat inclined to study, malicious, and, when angry, 
will be long before he is pleased again; ho is inclined to 
theft, and a person of reserved thonghts, and generally in 
an unfortunate condition. 

Ij in Libra.—He represents a person of large stature, 
a well composed. body, oval visage, a large forehead, and 
brown hair; be is high spirited, very much conceited of

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his own actions, somewhat prodigal and expensive, and 
soon moved to anger; inclined to controversy, and often 
victor. 

h in Scorpio.—He eignifies a person of a low stature, 
broad shoulders, and brown or black hair; he is quarrel-

h in Sagittary.—He represents a well composed per- 
son of an indifferent large stature, brown hair, courteous 
in his behaviour to all persons, but will not take any 
provocation; he is cholerie, but soon reconciled, and 
mereifal. 

h in Capricorn.—He represents one of a middle staturo, 
not very tall, a lean, spare person, long visage, little eyes, 
brown or black hair, an obscure, sallow complexion ; he 
is covetous of worldly goods, a molancholy person, using 
but few words; he is poevish, and will retain anger a 
long time. 

h in Aquariue,—He gives a middle stature, brown or 
black hair, rather inclined to stoutness than otherwise ; 
he is of a courteous disposition, an ingonious fancy, a lover 
of arts, yet conceited of his own ingenuity. 

h in Pisces —He signifies one of a middle stature, of a 
pale complexion, black or brown hair, full eyes, and a 
great head; an ill-conditioned, malicious, contentious, 
dissembling person, very fond of drink.

Then again, suppose he enquires about his friends, 
enemies, servants, etc., the foregoing descriptions will 
enable you to describe them exactly, and point them out 
to him, and in thie way especially will they be found 
useful.

Tho diseases of Kl are such as can rarely bo cured; all 
complex disenses; derangements of the stomach, and 
wind, 

Employment,—All uncommon employments, as astro- 
logers, mesmerisers, antiquarians, phrenologista, chemists, 
senlptors, and metaphysicians, 

Places—Railway stations, asylums, steam engines, 
gashouses, and all places where engines are made, 


Saturn, 


h is cold, dry, melancholy, earthy, masculine, solitary, 
malevolent, being the most malignant of all the planets. 
He represents one of a midille stature, of a dark or pale 
complexion ; small black leering eyes; lowering brows;

Nore.—You require to be exceedingly carafal in select 
ing the right house for the question. Many persons sadly 
confuse this, and take the third house for all brethren, 
the fifth for all chiklven, and so on. This is foolish ; for 
how ean one house, and perhaps only one signifientor, 
point out the conditions of perhaps half a dozen persone? 
Clearly understand at first what the querent or interro- 
gator wants. If about his brethren, inquire if the first, 
second, third, or what brother, and select your house, the 
rame with children. Suppose a person inquired the con- 
dition of his second brother, if he had many enemies, 
whothor if he had any shildren, was married, 
would then take the fifth for the second brother (being 
the third house from the third house) ; the eleventh would 
show his publie enemies, and the fourth his private ene- 
mies (being the seventh and twelfth from the fifth) ; the 
ninth would rule his first child (being the fifth from the 
fifth); and the eleventh for his marriage (being the 
seventh from the fifth). Again, if a man inquired, Is my 
servant pregnant? you would take the tenth house, as it 
is the fifth from the sixth. Again, if he inquired, Will 
my servant stay with me? then you would take the sixth 
house for the servant and the twelfth for her removal, 
for the twelfth is the seventh from the sixth. And thue 
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you must judge in every case, otherwise you will be con- 
fused and able to judge nothing correctly. 

‘The first, fourth, seventh, and tenth houses are called 
angles, or angular houses. 

The second, fifth, eighth, and eleventh, are termed 
suceeedent houses, because they succeed the angles. 

‘The third, sixth, ninth, and twelfth, are termed cadent 
lionses— that is, falling from the angles, as a planot lav 
ing an angle enters a cadent house. : 

The angles are strongest, and of these the first and 
tenth are the most potent. The Moon in an angle, espe- 
cially in a moveable sign and not “void of course," is 
sure sign of a speedy termination to any matter. 

A planet should not be taken as in a certain house 
immediately it loaves the cusp of the other house. For 
instance, in figure No. 2, I should consider Hi as influenc- 
ing the twelfth house and not the eleventh, becau 
has only just passed the cusp; but I should take 9 as just 
entering the fourth house, because she is nearly 7° from 
the cusp of the fifth. I generally allow about 5" or 6°. 
A planet on a cusp is always powerful and las much 
signification, and should never be overlooked.

mostly in the breasts. 

Places —The sea, great rivers, navigable rivers, but in 
inland conntries it denotes placos near rivers, brooks, 
springs, wells, cellars, in houses, wash houses, marsh 
grounds, ditches with rushes, sedges, sea banks, trenches, 
cisterns, 

Shape and Description.—Generally a low and short 
stature, the upper parts larger than the lower; a round 
visage; sickly, pale, and white complexion, and the hair 
a sad brown; little eyes. 


Leo à. 
It is the only house of the Sun; by nature fiery, hot, 


joulders, or hands; corrupted blood, 
, distempered fancies, and nervous 
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dry, cholerio; diurnal, commanding, bestial, barren; ot 
the east, and fiery triplicity, and masculine. 

Diseases, — All afflictions in the ribs and sides, as 
pleurisies, convulsions, pains in the back, trembling or 
passion ot the heart, sore eyes, the plague, the pestilence, 
and the yellow jaundice. 

Places.—A place where wild beasts frequent, woods, 
forests, deserts, steep, rocky, and inaccessible places, 
king's palaces, castles, forts, parks; in houses where fire 
is kept, and near a chimney. 

Shape and Form—Great round head, large prominent 
eyes, quick sighted; a full and large body, and more than 
of middle stature; broad shoulders, narrow sides, yellow 
or dark flaxen hair, curling or turned up; a fierce coun- 
tenance, but ruddy, high, sanguine complexion; strong, 
valiant, and active; step firm, and mind courteous.

Places.—Places where all kinds of ereeping beasts nse,

Direases.—It rules the thighs and buttocks, and all 
fistulous tumours or hurts falling in those members; and 
generally denotes heated blood, fevers, pestiloncs, falls 
from horses, or burts from them, or four-footed beasts ; 
also hurts from fire, heat, and intemperateness in 
sports. 

‘Places.—A stablo for war horses, or a house where great 
fonrfooted beasts are Kept; it represents in the fields, 
hills, aud the highest lands—also grounds that rise n little 
above the rest; in houses, upper rooms, and places near 
the fire. 

Shape and Form of Body.—It represents a well- 
favoured countenance, somewhat long visage, but full 
and ruddy, or almost like sunburnt, the hair light obest- 
nut colour, the stature somewhat above the middle size, 
a conformity in the members, and a strong, able body; 
inelined to baldness, and one fond of horses. 


Capricorn w. 

It is the house of Saturn, and is nocturnal, dry, melan- 
choly, earthly, cold, feminine, cardinal, moveable, four- 
footed, southern, and the exaltation of d. 

Diseascs.—It rules the knees, and all diseases incident 
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to those places, either by strain or fractures; it denotes 
leprosy, itch, and eutaneous complaints. 

Placea.—It shows an ox-housé, or cow-house, or where 
calves are kept, or tools for husbandry, or old wood is laid 
up, or where sails for ships and such material are stored ; 
also sheep-pens, and grounds where sheep feed, fallow 
grounds, barren fields, bushy and thorny; dung-hills in 
fields, or where soil is laid in low houses; dark places, near 
the ground or the threshold. 

Corporature.— Usually dry bodies, not high of stature, 
long, and slender visage; thin beard, and black 
hair, a narrow chin, long small neck, and narrow chest. 


Aquarius =. 

This is an airy, hot, and moist sign; diurnal, sanguine, 
fixed, humane, masculine, the house of Ijl and western. 

Diseas governs the logs, ankles, and all manner 
of infirmities incident to those members; spasmodic and 
nervous diseases, cramp, wind, te. 

Places —Hilly and uneven places; spots newly dug or 
ploughed, or where quarries of stone are, or any minerals 
have been dug up; in houses, the roofs, eaves or upper 
parts, vineyards, or near some little spring or conduit 
head. 

Shape and Form.—It represents a squat, thick cor- 
porature, or one of a strong, plump, well composed body, 
not tall, a long visage, sanguine complexion ; if h, who 
Joys in this house, be in 4 or zz, the party is black in 
hair, and in complexion sanguine, with prominent teeth; 
otherwise I have observed the party is of a clear white or 
fair complexion, and of sandy coloured hair, or very 
flaxen, and a very clear skin. 


Pisces X. 


This is a northern, cold sign, fruitful, phlegmatic, femi- 
nine, watery; the house of Jupiter, and exaltation of 9 ;

action. 

Sickness. —All diseases in the feet, as the gout; and all 
lameness and pains incident to those members, mucous

and bowel complaints caused by wet foet. 

Places.—I& represents grounds fall of water, or whore 
many springs and many fowls are; also fish ponds, or 
rivers fall of fish, places where hermitages have been, 
monta about houses and water mills; in houses, places 
near the water, as some well or pump, or where some 
water stands. 

Corporature.—A. short stature, not very well made; a 
large, round face, pale complexion, not very straight, but 
stooping somewhat with the bead.

figure; the same if M arise. If f be rising, then Y is 
Jord, and so on of the others. 

‘Moreover, there are some signs in which certain planets 
arefound to be very powerful, though not to the same extent 
or degree as when in their own houses. ‘Theso are called 
the “ exaltations of the planets,” and they run thus:—p 
is the exaltation of the Sun; & of the Moon; cb of 
Jupiter; MP of Mercury; = of Saturn; M of Herschel ; 
Y$ of Mars; and X of Venus. The signs opposite to these 
are those in which they receive their “fall,” being then 
weak in power, and the sigus opposite to their respective 
“houses” are called tho *'detriments" of the planets. 
They are then especially weak and unfortunate, For 
instance, & and = are the detriments of d, being in 
opposition to M and M, which aro the “houses” of d.

CHAPTER VIII. 

HOW TO ERECT A MAP OR FIGURE OF THE HEAVENS. 
Finsr look in my Ephemeris, and in the left hand page 
you will find a column headed “ Sidereal Time," Then 
look what this sidereal time is for the day on which you 
want to erect the map or figure, and note it down. Then 
see if the hour for which you desire to erect the figure 
be before or after noon; if before, you proceed thus:— 
Find the difference between this hour and noon, and 
subtract the amount from the “‘sidereal time"; if the 
sidereal timo is not enough to make the subtraction, then 
add.94 hours to it, and subtract, thus: suppose you want 
a figure for half-past 8 a.t. on the 24th March, 1888, the 
sidereal time on that day is Oh. 6m. 288.; now the differ- 
ence in time between 8.30 a.m. and 12 o'clock noon is 
3h. 30m., therefore you subtract 3h. 30m. from the 
sidereal time; but you cannot take 3b. 80m. from Oh. 6m. 
28s., therefore you must add 24h. to it, and make it 
24h, 6m. 28s., then subtract the 8b. 30m. from it, aud 
you say, 0 from 28 is 28, 30 from 6 you cannot take, so 
you borrow 60 and say, 30 fromi 66, which is 30—earry one 
and say, 4 from 24 leaves 20, and you have left 20h. 30m. 
28s. (Of course you will know there are 60 seconds in 1 
minute, and 60 minutes in an hour, and this is why you 
borrow the 60.) 

Suppose again you wanted a figure for 8h. 30m. AM. on 
the 19th March, 1888. On that day the sidereal time is 
23h. 46m. 46s.; now from this you can take the Jb. 30m 
and it will leave 20h. 16m. 40s. 
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But if the time for which you wish to erect a figure be 
after noon, then add that time to the sidereal time at 
noon; if the amount exceeds 24 hours, then deduct that 
amount (viz., 24 hours) thus: Suppose you want a figure 
for 7.80 p.m. on the 24th March, 1683, the sidereal time 
on that day is Oh. ôm. 28s., add the Th. 80m. to it, and 
it amounts to 7h. 36m. 28s. But suppose it was 7.80 r.m. 
on the 19th March, the sidereal time on that day is 28h. 
46m. 46s., add your Th. 30m. to it, thus: 0 to 46 is 46, 
30 to 46 is 76, or 1 hour 16 minutes, put down the 16 and 
carry the 1, then 1 and 7 are 8, and 8 and 28 are 81, and 
you have 61h. 16m. 46s. Now as this exceeds 24 hours, 
You must deduct 24 from it, and sey, 24 from. 91 leaves 7, 
‘and you will have left 7h. 16m. 46s. 

Now this amount is what we call the sidereal time, or 
right ascension of the meridian (they both mean the samo 
thing), at 7.30 m. on the 19th March, 1888, and tho 
dh. 0m. 28s. is the same for the 24th March at 7.80 P.m. 

Now, when you have done as stated, and got the 
sidereal time for the time you want your figure, refer 
to the " Tables of Houses” at the end of the Ephemeris, 
and use that table which is nearest to tho latitude of the 
place in which you live, If you live at Manchester or in 
Yorkshire, ote., use the Liverpool tables, but if near 
London, then use the London tables. Suppose you live 
in London, then lock in the table of houses, and in the 

column marked "Bidereal Time” for Th. 80m. 28s, or - 
‘he nearest amount thereto; the nearest to this you will 
find in the bottom division of tho first page, and it is 7h. 
tom. 5s, Now, in the next column to that on the right 
iv 22, and at the top of that column you will find 10 and 
the sign gp, the 10 means the 10th house, or midheaven, 
and zz means that that sign and the 22nd degree of it are 
then transiting the meridian; you therefore place CD 22° 
on the cusp of the 10th house.

ihe ascen. ns the ascendant, or Ist house, or the 
Eastern horizon, and the table denotes that 16° 47' of the 
sign < were rising at the hour and minute aforesaid, viz., 
‘Th, 80m. p.w. on the 24th March, 1883. In the next small 
column you find 18, and at the top 2 =, the 2 means 
the 2nd house; but if you look slowly down that column 
you will find that = runs out, and Tl, begins, you there- 
fore place Ml 13" on the cusp of the 2nd house. In the 
next column you find 15, and at the top 8 and ML, the

It will sometimes happen that even four signs are 
intercepted, and which is generally when f, 1$, or zz 
is rising; they must then be placed precisely as shown, 
and in the middle of the house in which they fall, accord- 
ing to the order of the signs. 

In calculating the aspects of the planets, intercepted 
igus must always be reckoned the same as the other 
‘signs, vis., 80° for each sign. 

The fact that a sign is intercepted does not interfere 
With its potency in deseribing a person or event. 

At and near the Equator, all the signs rise in regular

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CHAPTER IX. 
HOW TO PLACE THE PLANETS IN THR FIGURE. 

Ix my ** Ephemeris " the longitudes of all the plancts are 
given for noon on each day. First observe if the time of 
the figure is for ast or P.at.; if for a.x., find the motion 
of the planet from the noon previous; but if rat., then 
take the noon after: whatever this motion is, you pro- 
ceed with it as follows, and say— 

As 94h. is to the time from noon of the figure, so is the 
planet's motion. Multiply the 2nd and 8rd terms to- 
gether, and divide by the first, and the quotient will be 
the amount of the planet's motion for the time of the figure, 
which you must subtract from tbe long. at noon if the time 
be Aa, and add if it be P.u., unless the planet be retrograde 
(which you will see by a great B in the Ephemeris) when 
you add for a.m. time, and subtract for p.m. time. 

On the 24th March, 1853, we find the Sun's longitude 
to be 8° p BI’ 1°; und as our time is 7.80 P.M., we take 
the noon of the 26th (had it been before noon of the 24th. 
we should bave taken the noon of the 28rd), and his long. 
then is 4° M 30 24", Subtract the 3° P 81^ 1” from this, 
and there remains 0° 59' 23", which is the motion of the 
Sun for 94 hours, or one day. We therefore say, as 24 
honrs is to 7h. 30m., so is 59 28". Multiply the seeond 
and third terms together, and divide by the first, and you 
get the answer, which is 18° 88°.

Fist, by d, when the lord of the ascendant and the 
lord of the house ruling the matter or person are hasten- 
ing toa d and in angles and moveable signs, and form.

planet; if the planets are swift in motion, so much the 
quicker will it come to pass; if the d occurs in suoceedent 
houses, then the matter will be much slower in coming 
to perfection, and if in the cadent houses, sluwer still 
yet, if the lords meet by d without frustration or impedi.

Next, by the > or A. If the principal significators 
are applying by a > or A, angular, and strong essentially 
and no malevolent planet intervenes, then the matter 
enquired about will be brought to perfection, If the 
significators apply by (] there will be difficulty, a lot of

to perfection with difficulty ; but if the signifioators apply 
by a [, and in succeedent or cadent houses, the parties 
will quarrel, and the thing will not be brought to a satis-

If the significators are in $ they denote envy, enmity, 
and that the querent or quesited shall be detrimented by 
the person or matter enquired about, and whichever 
siguificator is the weaker of the two, that person will 
suffer the damag 

Translation.—Things are brought to perfection by trans- 
lution of light. Suppose the significators are separating 
from an aspect, and another planet aspects favourably 
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óne significator, and immediately applies to and aspects 
the other; such is called translation of light. This third 
planet shows that the matter will be brought to perfection 
by a third party, and the house occupied or ruled by this 
third planet shows the person that shall bring it about, as, 
if the 3rd house, a neighbour, the 4th, a father, 5th, 
children, and so on of the others. The ) is the most 
powerful translator of light. 

Collection.—Matters are also brought to perfection 
by “Collection,” that is, when both the principal sig- 
nifcators do not behold or aspect each other, but both 
cast their rays to a more weighty planet than themselves, 
and they both receive this planet in somo of their dignities, 
then that planet which thus collecta both their lights 
brings the thing to perfection, and the person signified by 
this planet shall be the one who brings it to perfection, us 
many times you see two at variance or caunot make 
bargain, when suddenly a friend or neighbour comes in 
and reconciles all differences. 


CHAPTER XI. 


HOW MATTERS ARE FRUSTRATED, IMPRDITED, OR NOT 
BROUGHT TO PERFECTION. 


Waen the two significators (viz., that of the querent, and 
that of the quesited or matter enquired about,) are apply- 
ing by d or other good aspect, and before the aspect is 
completed another planet aspects one of the signifieators, 
then the thing is hindered or frustrated, and the position 
of this 3rd planet shows through what or whom the matter 
will be frustrated, as, if it be lord of the 2nd, it will be 
money, lord of the 8rd, neighbours or brethren or journeys, 
lord of the 4th, the father, ote. But if this planet applies

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to the significator of the matter, or quesited, then yon 
judge it differently, reckoning the honse ruling the matter 
as the first; for instance, if it be about a partner (ruled 
by the 7th), and the frustrating planet be lord of the 8th, 
then it will be the partner’ money that stops him ; if the 
10th, then his father, ote., and so on of the other houses, 

Refranation.—This is when the two significators are 
applying to d or good aspect of each aer, and before the 
‘aspect is completed one of the two turns retrograde, so the 
aspect is not completed,—that significator who turns B 
denotes the party who will back ont, or shirk the matter. 

Impediment is when the signifieators are evilly placed 
by being cadent in their debilities, or aspeoted by the 
malefics, They then signify innumerable difficulties, so. 
that the matter in hand cannot be carried through, 

Study these two chapters well, for upon them depends 
the vital part of the answer. 5

of the 10th, it would be longer time, for the time gradually 
increases from a day on the eusp to a week on the cusp of 
the 11th, and from a week on the cusp of the 11th, to a 
month on the cusp of the 12th, that is for moveable 
signs; and the other signs and houses are to be dealt 
with in a similar manner, according to the locality of 
the planet.

CHAPTER XIV. 
‘CONSIDERATIONS. 


"When the last 8°, or the first 8", of a sign are rising, it 
is not safe to judge; also, when the Moon is void of course ; 


that is, when she forms no aspect with any planet before 


leaving it. I have often found that in a case like this, the 
querent relinqnishes his object, alters his mind, ete., so 
that nothing comes of the matter; also, if you find evil 
planets on the cusp of the 6th, your answer shall give but 
poor satisfaction to the querent. Again, if the Moon be 
cadent, and especially in tho 6th house, the mattor in hand 
drags on heavily, and comes to nought in the end; and 
more especially will this be the ease if the ) be in M, or 14. 


Respecting the proper time to set a figure. 

For all matters relating to yourself, the figure should be 
set for the moment the first thought strikes you, or the 
moment you first hear, see, or think of anything, then the 
ascendant will represent you; the 2nd, your money ; the 
Brd, your neighbours and brethren, journeys, ete., and 60 
on of the other houses; but ifa person comes to you, you 
must not take the time you first see him, but the timé 
when he first broaches the subject, and if a letter, the 
time when you first read the important part; in short, 
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the moment you have the first intimation, or eoguisance 
of anything, is the correct time. 

Note this—In matters of buying and selling, tho 1st 
shows the seller, and the 7th the buyer; so if you 
are asked to buy anything, the Ist is for the seller, and 
the 7th the buyer; and if the offer is by letter, the same 
will hold good. 

"This is a very important subject, and unloss well under- 
stood, will result in grave errors and confusion. Never 
set a figure for the commencement of anything; but 
always set it for the moment the first impression strikes 
the mind, then in nine cases out of ten you will find an 
aspect between your lord and the lord of the house ruling. 
the matter, and which will admit of an easy definition or 
judgmont. Again, never sot two or more figures for one 
matter; the first is tho only reliable one, be it bad or good. 

1f you are applied to by another, either personally or 
by letter, and do not find your figure clear, then do not 
judge, for the querent bas not a clear idea of what he 
‘wants; his thoughts are confused, and he is wondering 
what question he shall ask, or he asks for curiosity. It ix 
seldom, indeed, that I have had a confused figure witi 
a clear, straightforward question, 

If you attend strictly to the foregoing, half the troubles 
and difficulties in this branch of the science will vanish, 


CHAPTER XV. 
OF MANKS, SCARS, AND MOLES. 


‘Taw sign ascending gives a mark, scar, or mole on the 
part of body ruled by tht sign; the sign in whieh the lord 
of the 1st is will give another; the sign on the cusp of the 
6th will give another; the siga occupied by the lord 
of the Gth another: and the sign in which the Moon ig 
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denotes another; Herschel, Saturn, or Mars in aspect 
to these lords or the Moon will give another, on the part 
ruled by the signs they are in. If the sign or planet be 
it will be on the right side, if feminine, on the 
left; if the signs or planets be above the earth, then 
the blemish is on the front part of the body, but if under 
the earth, behind. If the planots be in the early degrees 
of a sign, or the first degrees of a sign occupy the cusps 
aforesaid, then the mark will bo on the upper part of the 
member; if the planets be in the middle of signs, or the 
middle of signs occupy the cusps aforesaid, then the 
blemish will be on the middle part of the member; but if 
the latter part of the signs be occupied as aforesaid, then 
the blemishes will be on the lower part of tho member, 

‘These remarks refer to such persons as are signified by 
the Ist house. If a brother be enquired about, judge the 
Brd as the 1st, and the other houses accordingly; if a 
servant or tenant, tako the 6th as the Ist, and the 11th as 
the 6th (being the sixth from the 6th), and judge acoord- 
ingly; if a wife, partner, or any other person ruled by the 
‘7th, take the 7th as the Ist, and the 12th as the 6th, and 
judge of the lords and signs accordingly. 

Example—in figure No. 2 we find < rising, which 
denotes a mole on the reins or loins, and as the middle of 
= is rising, it would be on the middle part: the lord of 
the 1st (9) is in zz, shows a mark or mole on the ankle, 
or leg; the sign on the Gth is €, and the latter degrees 
denote a mark on the foot near the toes; the lord of the 
8th in I] denotes a mark on the middle part of the arm. 

If the enquiry were about a brother-in-law, he would 
be signified by the 9th (being the third from the 7th), and 
TI there would give a mark or mole on the middle part of 
the arm; and T on the 6th would give another on the 
genitals, the lord of the Ist in X would give another on 
thie bottom of the foot near the middle part.

Drive, and wish to kuow when you will hear from him, 
then see when the lord of your i1th comes to the xk or A 
of his significator, and about that time you will hear 
from, or about, him. 

6. Of a ship at sea.—The ascendant and ) denote the 
ship, the lord of the ascendant her crew, and the lord 
Of the 10th the captain; if the lord of the 8th be an evil 
planet, and in the ascendant, or the lord of the ascendant

We do not know suffi- 
cient of the “ Zodiac,” and the quality of each degree, to 
judge accurately from the time of sailing. 

T. Will the voyage be prosperous !—The ascendant and 
is lord, also the ) fortunate, and in good aspect to the 
Qor Y, then the voyage will be fortunate; but if none 
Gf these occur, and no affliction, then the voyage will 
not be a very fortunate one; but should the malefios 
afflict the ascendant, its lord, or the Moon, a disastrous 
voyage is to be feared. If the afflicting planet be ruler of 
the 12th, there will be danger of pirates, and if the lords 
of 10th and Ist be in 2, the crew will mutiny, and which- 
ever ruler is the strongest of the two, that party will 
overcome.

Observe where the favonrable and unfavourable planets are 

laced with respect to house, and of what houses they are 
Forde, and the matters and persons ruled by these houses, 
will show by whom or what the querent will benefit 
lose. For instance, if Y be in the Tth, or ruler of this 


honse, he will gain by trade, business, partnership, law, + 


ete., but if h be there he will lose by very means.

T 
advise the young student not to go further AT FIRST 
than judging if the article will be recovered, and if so 
let him ascertain where it actually was, and compare 
the place and direction with tho figure.
